prevent the allies'from', forwarding 
the proposed ultimatum to Germany^ 


Herr Simons .begged the premiers 


to help Germany-to fulfill her obli- 
gations by 
doing three 
things: 


First, by allowing Germany the cash 
difference between -the price: of coal 
at the pit mouth in Germany, and 
the price of coal on the world's mar- 
ket. 
Second, making a 
generous 


arrangement with regard to ship- 
ping. 
Third, by giving 
Germany 


some security or assurance against 
the menace of invasion if she should 
at any time be a little behind in 
her •'deliveries. 


'Herr Simons added in-his letter: 


'These are not conditions, but sim- 
ply an expression of our hope." '

It 
must be given such powers with the 
necessary .funds to carry sout its 
powers, whereby the products of the 
i'.irm may be delivered to the con- 
sumer at a cost that will give the 
agricultural labor a just share, and 
that will give the consumer his ar- 
ticles of food at a reasonable price, 
and that the middle man'who per- 
forms no valuable service will be 
eliminated. 


"The amount of leather that goe 


into a .pair of shoes today that cost 
fro'ni $8 to $10, is madeirom a prpd. 
uct of the farm, for which the farm, 
er receives scarcely enough to cover 
the cost of labor -in removing the 
,hide. Thctamount of wool that goes 
'into a suit of clothes costing from 
$60 to $90 is very little, and the 
producer of that'wool receives only 
a few. dollars. 
Meat products are 


sold to the consumer at a price enor- 
mously over a, legitimate cost. This 
is true of all' farm production. The 
trouble lies somewhere between the 
farm and the consumer. 


Consumer Held Up 


"The consumer today, either of 


food or 'wearing apparel, is paying 
the speculative and excessive profits 
he is paying toll for services thai, 
have never been rendered, he pays 
to the refrigerator companies, the 
storage companies, and the non-es- 
sential distributors 
an enormous 


compensation. 


"Now, 
there are essential middle 


men. and distributors who^ perform 
a necessary service in distribution in 
our cities and villages. 
Those men 


assume some risks. 


"Those men in oar cities and vil- 


lages are now 'finding it difficult to 
keep their little businesses going. 
They are' subjected to the same sys- 
tem of profiteering as the producer 
and the worker. 
" "In a system of storage, a system 
of terminals, a system of public 
owned or public operated. utilities, 
or 
even democratically 
operated 


utilities, these loca_l distributors will 
have their share in preserving our 
centers of community interest and 
community activities. 


"The state can afford to establish 


.he machinery for the development 
oi coporeative trade and industry 
and thap eliminate the speculative 
profits, the unnecessary middleman 
and preserve the necessary local dis- 
tributor in the distribution of the 
products 'of industry and agricul- 
ture. 
The state having the power 


to create such .machinery should at 
the next session of the legislature 
extend the functions of tfte market- 
ing division and let Wisconsin be the 
first state to point the way to an 
economic system of distribution as 
she-has pointed the. way in so many 
other things. 
I urge .upon you the 


necessity of electing to the senate 
and assembly, men who will carry 
out th'at program."

The painters' strike has been going for five and one-half weeks. 
The Master Painters believe it is high time the public know the 
facts of the case. 
Striking painters are losing §5,000 per week. 
The loss to the strikers is about $27,500, but because quite a 
number of Madison people are hiring the strikers TO do odd jobs 
and in this way are prolonging the strike, the actual loss is prob- 
ably considerably reduced. 
The journeymen painters of Madison like to strike. 
Here is tKeir history for two years: 
In the spring of 1918 the journeymen painters entered into a 
Signed Contract with their employers to work for a wage scale 
of 50 cents per hour until April 1, 1920. Times changed. The 
cost of living advanced. In the spring of 1919 employers volun- 
tarily granted a 10% increase, or $2.40 per week for each man. 
We believed that 52.40 every week, additional, with prices as 
they were then, would be gratefully received. What happened? 
On the veryvnext Friday, journeymen painters held a meeting 
and decided not to work on Saturday afternoons which deducted 
§2.20 from the $2.40 granted from their pay-check. In order to 
make sure that the more thrifty did not work, a heavy fine was 
placed on members of the Union who violated the order. 
Did the journeymen painters want more pay or a half-holiday 
at full pay? 


''! In the fall of 1919 prices went up again. 
Another meeting of 


employers was called. The result was the granting of another 
increase of 10% and a letter to that effect was addressed to the 
Secretary of the Union. 
What was the effect? 
A curt note stating that the offer was refused. The Master 
Painters were informed that .they must pay 70 cents per hour— 
a net increase of 40% over the signed contract. 
What did we do? 
A committee was immediately appointed to confer with a com- 
mittee from the Union. We stated that we could not under- 
stand their action since they were under signed contract to work 
to the spring of 1920 for 50 cents per hour, and in view of the fact 
that the 10% advance made in the spring, had been .thrown 
away, we considered our present offer of an additional 10% ex- 
tremely liberal- The Union committee informed us that the 
terms of the contract were intolerable and that in order to live 
respectably they must have more money than we offered. 
Remember this: In the fall of 1919 there was a great scarcity of 
labor. All the Master Painters had more than they could do. 
Many people were not able to get the work done that they desir- 
ed. We wanted to do as much work as possible. 
We wanted 


to be as liberal with our men as we could. We offered to pay 60 
cents per hour, or 10 cents over the contract, the men to work 9 
hours per day including Saturday and for the extra time, includ- 
ing Saturday afternoon, we would pay time-and-a-half. 
What did this offer on our part amount to? 


- This offer would have made an addition of $10.10 to the weekly 


pay check or a total of $36.50 per week for each man. 
The offer was refused. 
Our committee was informed that the pay must be increased 
without the extra work. This naturally broke off negotiations 
and a strike was called which resulted in the loss of $10,000 in 
wages. The employers then offered 65 cents per hour which 
was accepted by the Union and the men returned to work. Mas- , 
ter Painters therefore granted an increase over their contract' 
of 15 cents per hour. 
v 


This spring the Union informed the Master Painters that 90 
cents was demanded. We off ered 75 cents. 
. ' ' . . . 


A cominittee was appointed to represent the enjployers. A series 
of meetings was held. The Union likewise appointed a com- 
mittee. During this controversy the Master Painters were uri- 
able-to quote prices on work for the season owing to the unset- 
tled condition of the wage question. Many thousands of dollars' 
worth of work wasmeasured and listed but the prices were with- 
held pending settlement of the wage scale. 
•

The public understands that after all ft really does not make so 
much difference to the Master Painter what wages he haste pay 
provided he knows in advance of*time he bidden the contract. L. 
the prices are too high, much of the work will be curtailed. The 
Master Painter works on ^percentageof cost If the costs go 
up after he has bid on a job—and labor is by far the most im- 
portant item—he cannot fulfill his contract unless it be at a loss 
in many instances. 
On April 1st last, the two committees above mentioned decided 
to recommend to their respective organizations that a wage 
scale of 80 cents per hour be agreed to for theyear ending March 
31,1921. 
The Master Painters agreed to pay this amount and the .Union, 
by majority vote of their organization, accepted it. 
The men 


returned to work immediately. 
. 
, • 


The Master Painters immediately proceeded to quote on work 
at hand. 
During the first week or 10 days thereafter, it is safe to say .fhat 
two-thirds of the season's work was contracted for on a basis of 
80 cents per hour. The Union painters continued at work for 
two months and one week, receiving 80 cents per hour and ap- 
parently well satisfied. The Master Painters continued to .take 
contracts at the agreed scale. When the season's work was 
practically "set" the Union dealt another blow. It was nothing 
out of the ordinary. Perfectly logical. Perhaps the public will 
approve of it. We do not know. This is what they did: 
They notified the Master Painters that they could no longer 
exist oh 80 cents per hour and demanded 90 cents. When this 
demand was refused for reasons which are obvious they again 
called a strike, thereby breaking the second agreement within 
a year. 
We then and there lost all confidence in the integrity of the Jour- • 
neymen painters' union. We knew what the delays would mean 
to our customers, the public. A meeting was called again and 
we decided to compromise and give the men 85 cents an hour 
with a period of 30 days at the old rate in which to get at least a 
portion of the contracts completed. 
Of course, this offer was promptly refused. Then we offered to 
make the advance effective at once. This was refused. 
We thought we had gone about as far as we. could. It became 
apparent that further effort was useless. The employees, the 
journeymen painters who. belonged^to the Union, evidently 
thought that they had things just as they wanted them, includ- 
ing the public, and they proposed to "get all they could while the 
getting was good and the public wiBing to pay." 
We offered to submit the whole proposition to arbitration by 
three disinterested citizens, the Union to name one, the Master 
Painters to name one and these two to name a third member. 
This offer, like all others, was promptly rejected and we were in- 
formed that unless we granted the demand of 90 ; cents by the 
following Friday night that the Union would expect S1.00 per 
hour. These men, through their Union officials, are now; de- 
manding $1.00 per hour. 
, 
, 


These are the facts in the case. We submit them to the public. 
We would welcome the views of the public. Do you approve of 
such closed shop methods? Can any one group of people in any 
one community in any American city dominate the situation 
against the best interests of all of the citizens? Are we going to 
reach a crisis when our citizens will demand that the best inter- 
ests of the community be served in the interests of all of our peo- 
ple? We are short of homes and dwelling units. What can the 
Master Painters do to help relieve the situation when they must 
contend with a situation like the one just cited to you? 
If this 


is our problem, alone, and does not affect this community, we 
want the public to tell us so. We want the public to, "pay the 
price" and pay it gladly. Let's get on a common basis and pull 
together. What do you think about the matter? ' 
One merchant in Madison hired striking painters and paid them 
$1.35 an hour. Should we pay these Union men that amount or 
more? Or, should weipay a fair wage—a wage that will permit 
us to compete with cities our size? 
How about the Madison building program?, 
Can it go forward with closed-shop "domination? 
The public must decide. 
We await your verdict

LONDON—The note of the Brit- 


ish government to Russia agreeing 
to continue negotiations for a re- 
sumption-of trade and proposing an 
armistice between Russia and Po- 
land and also between the soviet 
and Gen. Wrangel, the anti-bolshe- 
vik commander in the Crimea, was 
read in the house of commons- by 
Andrew Bonar Law, government 
spokesman. 


The note takes cognizance of ac- 


ceptance'by the soviet of the prin- 
ciples in the British memorandum 
of July 1, and of the basis of agree- 
ment for a resumption of trade rela- 
tions and the cessation of hostilities. 


Then proposing an armistice with 


Poland, it said: 


"The soviet repeatedly has de- 


clared anxiety to make peace with 
its neighbors. 
_ The British govern- 


ment is. anxious to restore peice 
throughout Europe and therefoij; 
proposes ths following: • 


"That an armistice be signed be- 


tween Poland and Russia providing 
that the Polish .army shall immedi- 
ately withdraw to-lines provisional- 
ly laid down last.year by the peace 
conference, and the army z>f joviet 
Russia should stand at. a distance 
of 50 kilometers cast of this. line. 
That as soon as possible a confer- 
ence shall assemble in London 'of 
representatives of Russia, Poland, 
Lithuania, Letvia and Finland, to 
negotiate a final peace between Rus- 
sia and'neighboring states. 


"For the. purpose of this confef- 


ence Great Britain -will place no re- 
strictions .on the representatives 
which Russia may- nominate, provid- 
ed they undertake -while in Great 
Britain not' to interfere in. 'politics 
or the internal affairs of the British 
empire or in propaganda."

HE interstate commerce commission has announced that it 


will announce its decision regarding, the application of the 


railroads for increased rates, on August l,-'and that'the new 
rates will become effective on September 1. It is to- be hoped 
that there will be no further delay. Due to the ..camouflage of 
the big business press, th« average citizen does not recognize 
the iniquity of the Esch-Cummins bill.
